Village Trustees Get 
First Police Report 
In More Than 50 Yrs. 



Terming the surface water prob- 
lem the greatest headache of the 
village, president in Antloch, Mayor 
Murrill Cunningham last evening 
appointed n new three-man com- 
mittee to deal with it 

Chairman of the new committee 
is Trustee Bernard' Osmond with 
Trustees Herman Holbek and George 
Garland serving as other members. 

The members were chosen from 
the sewer and water and the rood 
and bridge committees and will 
serve as a liason committee between 
the two committees as problems of 
surface water come up. 

Mayor Cunningham said that 
the problem is not only present in 
one part of the village, but in every 
part and must be considered as a 
whole. Recently water flooded the 
Pickard China Co. plant when a 
drain became stopped. Removal of 
the water there created a problem 
for the Antioch Grade school. 

Next to the surface water prob- 
lem, Cunningham said that dogs 
were the biggest headache. 

Village Atty. E. C. Jacobs a few 

minutes later offered an ordinance 

which he was asked to draw up. In 

his own words, it was a stiff one. 

Dog Ordinance Presented 

The ordinance, if passed calls for 
all dogs to be inoculated yearly be- 
fore they con be licensed and those 
unlicensed will be impounded. Dogs 
off the premise of the owner must 
be on a leash and muzzled. Those 
running at large will be impounded 
and the owner notified, if the ani- 
mal bears a license. If not, after 
a due notice, the animal not claimed 
may be destroyed. 

The ordinance brought objections 
from two of the trustees. 

The concensus was that unless

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When the State Bosses Doctors 

What medical standards can be expected where 
government is the absolute boss, making all the im- 
portant decisions and establishing all the basic rules? 

Russia is the prime example of such a system. 
Mark G. Field, writing in the magazine Problems 
of Communism, tells what has happened there. 

Statistically, Soviet medicine has made enor- 
mous strides. There arc vastly greater numbers of 
doctors and hospital beds than in pre-rcvoluntionary 
days. But statistics, taken alone, can be grossly mis- 
leading. 

Mr. Field writes: "Under the Soviet system . . . 
the expansion of medical institutions has been ac- 
companied by the creation of a large bureaucratic 
apparatus to administer them and to keep the physi- 
cian under state control . . . the Soviet patient en- 
counters all kinds of deficiencies and shortages in 
medical care; bureaucratic inefficiency and indiffer- 
ence, physicians who act more like policemen than 
doctors, overcrowded 'facilities, and often , the lack of 
the most common medicine." 

The exceptions to this are high-ranking Com- 
munists, who get superior medical service — a further 
example that Communism has prodced great class 
distinctions. 

Mr. Field makes another important point: "The 
Soviet hero is not the healer but the man who builds 
machinery for industry or the one who fights for the 
cause." The doctor's prestige and position suffers 
accordingly. For instance, in a major industrial plant 
where skilled workers earn about 2,000 rubles a 
month, the plant physician earned but 900. 

Russia, of course, represents an extreme. But 
comparable difficulties have arisen in other countries 
under socialized or state-bossed medicine, as in Eng- 
land. Any Americans who still think that the medi- 
cal care here should be taken out of the hands of 
physicians and their patients and placed under gov- 
ernment control would do well to check on state 
medicine in socialized countries.

CHICAGO— Well, woddo you 
know... the whooping about tobac- 
co causing cancer and other sinis- 
ter diseases has made headlines 
and a lot of bestsellers but, says 
Sinn Levi, President of Chicago's 
Iwan Flics and Company, a tobacco 
Arm celebrating its Centennial In 
1057, few people rcnllze that tobac- 
co reigned as a miracle drug for 
almost 350 years. 

It enjoyed the longest run of 
standard usage since It was dis- 
covered along about 1560 until the 
beginning of the 10th century. 

Published records show It to 
have been prescribed for 50 separ- 
ate diseases, Including cancer, 
asthma, paralysis, rabies, ct al. 
Minor ailments such as warts, In- 
sect bites, poor eyesight, and fall- 
ing fingernails were not considered 
sufficiently important to list. 

This wondcrous drug was given 
as an antiseptic, an ungent, a pow- 
der, an emetic, as cathartic, and 
Queen Caroline of England used It 
as a dentifrice, as did women and 
children of those times. Did the 
patient suffer a heavy cough? He 
was told to smoke tobacco, deeply 
inhaled. Pains accompanying ges- 
tation or labor? Place a leaf of 
tobacco, very hot, on the navel. If 
a form of delirium ensued, doctors 
blew smoke up the nostrils. Head- 
ache? Snuff powdered tobacco. 

A Danish professor of anatomy 
and royal physician researched 
new techniques for administering 
the precious herb. The smoke of it, 
as detailed in his papers, was 
blown Into the Intestines to counter- 
act nervous and Intestinal disor- 
ders and hysteria. 



Azaleas Challenge 
Cherry Blossoms 

WASHINGTON— Washington's fa- 
mous cherry blossoms face a new 
rival In the masses of azaleas that 
have come to decorate lawns, gar- 
dens, and parks in the city and Its 
outskirts. 

Recent years have brought In- 
creasing numbers of the shrub*, 
as neighbors vie in surrounding 
their homes' and bordering their 
walks and fences with more lavish 
. arrangements of the showy, multi- 
» tinted blooms. 

, The rolling acres of the National 
Arboretum in northeast Washing- 
ton burst forth each spring with 
l the gorgeous color of plants that 
- now number 100.000 in 1,500 vari- 
eties. In near-by Maryland sub- 
iurbs, the London School for Boys 
augments Us scholarship fund each 
year by a benefit azalea show. 

The shrubs popularly known as 
azaleas are closely related to rho- 
dodendrons, says the National 
Geographic Society. So Intermin- 
gled, In fact, are the characteris- 
tics of these two plants of the 
heath family that most botanists 
now claslfy all azaleas under the 
genus Rhododendron, Instead of In 
a separate category as formerly. 

Marriage, Family Are 
■ Increasingly Popular 

NEW YORK— Getting married 
and raising a family has become 
Increasingly popular among the 
younger set, according to statisti- 
cians of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company. 

Since World War II the median 
age at first marriage has decreased 
by one and one-third years, the 
statisticians point out, and now 
stands at 23 years for men and 20 
years for women. As a result, the 
married population at the younger 
ages has increased markedly, and 
' there are now more than one and 
one-half times as many married 
. men under age 25 as there were 
in 1940. 

Equally noteworthy Is the In- 
crease In the proportion of young 
couples with children; reflecting 
largely the baby boom incidental 
to World War II and Its aftermath, 
.the statisticians say. The number 
of births in the United States has 
reached a new high In each of the 
last six years, the 1056 figure being 
more than 4,200,000 compared to 
2,560,000 In 1940. 

Cave-Dwelling Reptile 
Remains Are Discovered 

LOS ANGELES — Remains of 
cave-dwelling reptiles that lived 
more than 30 million years before 
the dinosaurs have been found in 
on Oklahoma limestone quarry. 

Dr. Frank Peabody, paleontol- 
ogist at the University of Califor- 
nia, Los Angeles, who has studied 
the site, says that erosion and quar- 
rying have exposed a limestone 
highland which was honeycombed 
with caves during the early age of 
reptiles, 210 million years ago,

WASHINGTON — To build the 
world's largest underground power 
station, miners burrowed n quarter 
of a mile inside British Columbia's 
• Mount DuBose. Within the moun- 
tain, generators churn out electri- 
cal energy in an atom-bomb-proof 
excavation that wiU one day be 
big enough to drydock the Queen 
Mary.

"Algae" are small green plant* 
stimulated to excessive growth, to 
the exclusion of normal water 
plant*, by nutrient materials, par- 
ticularly nitrogen salts, when these 
are present In abnormally high 
quantities. 

The presence of large quantities 
of algae is offensive in itself, pro- 
ducing decaying odors, and is an In- 
dication that the biological balance 
of the water is unsatisfactory. 

The causes are many and inter- 
related — c. g. accumulations of 
leaves, trash, or garbage, un- 
dredged shallow channels, septic 
tank or sewerage ptant effluents, 
low flow of water, etc, 

Contrary to popular belief, the 
Conservation Department gives ad- 
vice, but not financial assistance 
for local maintenance programs. 
The Federal government concerns 
itself with interstate problems and 
general research.^ 

The problem of water pollution 
Is nation-wide, In fact international, 
and it is only inert of, the wider 
problem of sharing the available 
water among 'the Increasing num- 
ber of people who need It for an 
ever increasing number of pur- 
poses.. These purposes often con- 
flict and here in the .Chain of Lakes 
we arc fortunate that it is -in/every-, 
on'c interest \o maintain our lakes 
and streams for recreational /pur- 
poses. We have no "major indus- 
tries which need 'to "discharge chem- 
icals, etc., into streams and our only 
problem is to make sure that our 
own domestic wastes do not destroy 
the amenities which make our area 
attractive.

munity of 55 priests and brothers 

belonging to St. Benedict's Abbey. 

Specializes in Home Missions 

St. Benedict's Abbey at Benct 
Lake was established for work in 
the Home Missions. Besides carry- 
ing out the traditional Benedictine 
program of Ora and Labora. prayer 
and work, the Monks of Benet Lake 
direct their activities to the Home 
Mission Apostolatc. The basic 
plan calls for a central abbey and 
training school for missionary 
priests and brothers, who then set 
up mission priories where needed. 
These small groups of dedicated 
men live the common life demand- 
ed by their monastic vows, and by 
their prayers and example, and 
their active mission work, contrib- 
ute to the building up of the Church 
in America, 

The foundation at Benet Lake 
was made on March 21, 1945. The 
site chosen was the old Chris Pas- 
chen estate two miles north-oast 
of Antioch. 

West Wing Blessed In 1952 

The west wing of the new and 
permanent monastery building was* 
completed and blessed in the spring 
of 1952. That same year marked 
the elevation of the new foundation 
to the rank of Abbey, with the sol- 
emn blessing of Father Felix as 
the first abbot on August 8. The 
community now numbers 63 mem- 
bers, with four Mission Priories al- 
ready established in other states. 

Abbott Richard is perhaps the 
best known for his "Why" leaflets 
on various religious subjects, which 
he has been writing and publishing 
for more than 15 years. Over one 
hundred fifty million Whys have 
been printed and distributed 
throughout the country during this 
time. More recently, the sale of 
Brother Benedict's Honey-Wheat 
bread has made many friends for 
the Abbey.
